Attacking with aerial torpedoes needs perfect nicety 

of judgment. The pilot must find the exact height 
maintain a certain speed and release the torpedo on an 
even keel The reaction of the torpedo to all this must 
be carefully tested. 
“T°HE precise details of our aerial torpedoes are secret 
but they may be anything up to twenty feet in length 
and carry over five hundred pounds of high explosive in 
their heads. Imagine one of these hurtling from an 
aircraft at over three hundred miles an hour, and 
then developing a speed of fifty knots from its own 
power! The aerial torpedo has a maximum range of 
many thousand yards, but pilots go in very close before 
release. They take great risks and the results of their 
courage must not be wasted by faulty torpedoes. So they 
check their every little frown and foible. A nomina 
torpedo costs anything up to £2,000. Once upon a time 
the Admiralty would pay you £30 if you found a torpedo 
washed up on the foreshore. Now you are advised to 
keep clear of any suspicious looking object

A Russian Offensive? 


What course might the fighting 
in Russia take this summer, then 
The affair in the Kuban—if I may 
say it again without being wearisome 


looks to me like a sort of Tunisia 
a limited effort by the Germans ti 
cover their sea flank in the Donetz 
and Crimea, to engage and distract 
the Russians, and upset any plans 
they may have for co-ordinating a 
big offensive with ours in the west 

The Germans have made several 
sharp attempts to widen the bridg« 
head, and in particular to dri 
Russians away from the _ heights 
overlooking Novorossisk. And_ the 
Russians will probably put on a 
drive shortly, as we are doing in 
Tunisia, to clear the Germans right 
out 

What other efforts the Russians 
make this summer will depend not 
so much on the timetable of the 
Kuban fighting, as on their progress 
in improving communications in the 
territory recaptured during the win 
ter and in building up the necessary 
supplies for their armies, and their 
judgment as to how successful we 
will be in our invasion. They will be 
anxious, for their own sakes, to 
strike their blow when it will be 
most timely, and most embarrassing 
to the Germans. But unless they be 
lieve our landing will be effective 
they will prefer to wait till winte1 
again, when the hardihood of then 
troops and their adaptability to con 
ditions, combined with German dread 
of the cold and the empty spaces, 
gives them a_e tactical advantage 
which they have yet to prove they 
can assert in summer 

If our landing is only waiting or 
the conclusion of the Tunisian fight 
ing, then it is nearing apace. Gen 
eral Giraud has predicted that Tun- 
isia will be cleaned up this month, 
and the American capture of Mateur, 
strategic key to the northern sector, 
is a good augury for the fulfilment 
of this prediction.

It took over two hours to put across 
the Cohan quality plus the big show
